Father Thomas White, the 
tsieemed i)a8tor of St. Frances of 
Home church In Clifton, Is being 
utarmly Welcomed by his legion of 
trientU ffttOn his return from his trip 
to* Ireland, tke place of his birth, 
the continent and Rome, the EHernal 
City. Father White spent two 
months abroad, after ionii years of 
'arduous labor, and the deserved va- 
cation has been most beneficial as 
he is the picture of health. Ac( oni- 
paiiying him uas his cousin. Mr. I'. 
I'. .Morris, one of the liading and 
nioKl influential men of Fall River, 
Mass.. who declares tlu triji the 
ineatest event of his life. 

When seen by the Kentucky Irish 
American Father While did not want 
to be interviewed, though he was 
gracious and chatted most Interest- 
ingly and related a number of pleas- 
ing Incidents of the trip across the 
big pond, his companions being a 
number of jolly Americans and irisii- 
men who were seek'ng and enjoyed 
rest and pleasure. Arriving in Kil- 
kenny the good soggartb slept In the 
bed in which he re|K)sed In his boy- 
hood days. He found Ireland more 
picturesque and beautiful than ever 
and his beloved Kilkenny the most 
|]rogri'ssive town in the south of 
Iri'laiid. With the long days, fertile 
Hoil and bountiful crops there was 
i differi lit asitect from the old days 
.ind everything ai)peared changed 
for the better. While in Dub- 
lin Father White visited the Art 
Oallery and Public Library, the larg- 
est In Europe and both up-to-date. 
A pleasant Incident of his stay in the 
Irish capital was his reception and 
eatertalnmeut by I^cd Ma^or DorlAr 
who Invested him with the* famed 
collar of gold and the social keys 
of the city. Touring the C.reen Isle 
Father White found the most won- 
derful and agreeable changes, the 
.•ahins of former days replaced by 
cosy and com lort able laborers' cot- 
tages and evidences of industry and 
prosperity everywhere. While in 
Belfast, now Ireland's largest city, 
be was the guest of Joseph Devlin, 
one of the Irish envoys now in this 
country, and was much gratified to 
tee there a large consignment of 
hogsheads of tobacco from Kentucky, 
(lalway was found to be a hustling 
and busy city; where electricity is In 
use for every conceivable purpose. 
From C.alway Father White and Mr. 
.Morris proceeded to Cllfden, the 
wlrele.^ telegraph station, spendiim 
several days in the wild west. 

While in London the tourists in- 
spected the Tower, the House of 
Commons and Westminster Callie- 
Iral. which will n i|\iire at least fifty 
vears for conipleit(,n. A notable 
change in the English metro|iolis was 
the thousands of taxic ahs. which will 
soon be used to repiace the jarveys 
and Jaunting cars in Ireland. From 
England they proceeded to the con- 
tinent, stopping at Paris, Versailles 
and other large cities, visiting the 
Palace of the Kings, the noted 
I'ath^rals and churches and all 
th*t would interest an American. 

Arriving at "Rome, the Kteinal 
City, on Augusf 4, the culmination 
>f the hopes of Father White and 
Mr .Morris were speedily realized. 
Two days later they had the inex- 
pressible jileasure of being received 
In special audience bv the Holy 
Father, Pope Pius X. Father While 
declared the impression made ujion 
bim by Plus X. as he embraced him 
will never fade from his memorv. 
The Pope conversed in Latin, asking 
for a number from Kentucky, and 
was most aCtable, conferring upon 
the Kentucky priest special faculties, 
enabling him fo impart the Papal 
Diessing. Father 'White says the 
Hope is small of stature and has 
miK h the a|»pi arance of the good- 
natured Irish parish priest. Speak- 
Inv of Rome Father White says a 
vear would be required to see It 
right and that description was well 
nigh lm4'Osslble. There were. In 
fact, two Ronies, ancient and mod- 
em. He visited and celebrated mass 
In the Church of St. Frances of 
Rome, his patron, and had the 
pleasure of meeting Father Fen- 
nessy, formerly President of St. 
Mary's College In Kentucky, but now 
Procurator General for his order, 
with headquarters in Rome. Other 
places vIsHed were the 'Vatican 
Ubrary. not equalled by the com- 
bined libraries of the world, and the 
Vatican Palace, with Us 1,100 ' 
rooms. I 

Tomorrow the people and parish 
ivill celebrate the twenty-third an- 
niversary of the dedication of the 
church with solemn ceremonies, the 
blessing of statues of St. Jose|)h, the 
Blessed Virgin and St Ann, and the 
imparting of the Papal blessing. The 
m a s ses will ^ at the usual hours.

Benediction of the Blessed Sacra 
ment is one of the simplest rites of 
the Oatliollc church. The priests 
enter and kneel down; one of them 
unlocks the fabernade, takes out the 
Blessed Sacrament, Inserts it up- 
right In a monstrance of precious 
nielal and sets It In a conspi<'uo\is 
pla<e above the altar in the midst 
of lights for all to see. The i)eople 
then begin to sing; meanwhile the 
priest twice offers incense to the 
King of Heaven, before whom he is 
kneeUng. Then he takea the mon- 
strance in his Vends and turning to 
the people he ble s s e s them with the 
Most Holy In tte form of a eio«, 
while the bell fi sounded to call at- 
tention to the feremony. It is our 
Lord's solemn benediction of his 
jieople as when He lifted up his 
hands over the children, or when 
He blessed his chosen ones, when 
lie ascended from Mount Olivet. Aa 
sons might come before a (larent be- 
fore going to bed al night, so once 
or twice a w<ek the great Catholic 
family comes before the Kternal 
Father, after the bustle and toll of 
the day, and He smiles upon them 
and sheds upon them the light of 
his countenance. It is a full ac- 
complishment of what the priest in 
voked upon the israelltes, "The Lord 
bless thee and 4eep thee, the Lord 
show his face lo thee and have 
mercy on thee, the Lord turn his 
countenance to thee and give thee 
|)oace." Can. there be a more touch- 
ing rite, even In the judgment of 
those who do not believe It? How 
many a man, not a Catholic, is moved 
on seeing it to say, "O that I did but 
believe It!" when he sees the priest 
take up the Fount of Mercy and the 
people bend low In adoration. It is 
one of the most beautiful, natural 
and soothing actfons of Christ't holy 
church.

In Nor- 
mal colleges, etc., and a far greater 
number of non-Catholics who have 
been Imbued, perhaps unconmlousl v, 
with false fundamenul principles of 
iihllostfphy and of physical sclenc.
